Mr. Sheffield called attention to the facl 


thnt tho stnto had pnid more thnn $2,000 
for interest on overdraft?, and asked for 
.some information about thnt item. 


Mr. Peudletou said that tho finance com 


mitleo hnd never had this subject beforo 
tbem, but that bo understood thnt tlio Tniei 
Company and the treasurer had an arrange- 
ineut whereby tbo treasurer might pay such 
bills as become duo by overdrafts on tho 
State Treasurer's account, and that interest 
was to bo charged on the amount of such 
overdraft. 
This was n better arrangement 


than to compel tho treasurer to refuse pay- 
ment of proper bills when presented. 


Mr. Taft said this was not n matter of 


recent occurrence ; thnt several yenrs ago,

Fort Dumon, on tbe upper Missouri, was, 


it tbs time of which 1 am writing, »n Indian 
tradiog 'post, much resorted to by the Black- 
feet, between whom nud tho mora northern 
tribes of Greea thcr* was constant war. 
No 


Orees e?er c«me tn fur soutli as this pp°t, 
Old Bow Fort on the Saetatohawati being 
their extreme southerly limit. 


One dlj toward the latter part of winter, 


however* • tt solitary aud adventurous brnve 
preaeuted kiinself, ou foot, at tho gate of tbo 
stockade aud asked (o couie in. 
Tho sentry 


admitted biul end Ins ftnn—n curious old 
rusty flintlock such as was sent to the Hud. 
HOD Bay Company half a century ago—being 
takeu from him, ha was told by Mr. Wolfo, 
the.trtdcr.in oharge of the post, to state bis 
buiteew. It ww then fonui] that be did not 
kno* i wordof the Sioux language, and was, 
in fact,' what Mr. Wolfe had expected, from 
his dress and manner of wearing his hair, a 
Cree i 


When queitioned, both then anil after- 


ward—bj aid of sitjDS aud such words of 


. the Creft dialect as were known at tbe fort— 


as to his name and motive in thus leaving 
his people aud exposing himself to almost 
certain death be said that bis name was 
SUmsw, and tint be had tired of bis tribe 
and vauted to go to tbe far South, where 
the traders had told him there was no snow 
and no winter. 
Everything which seemed 


now to him about the fort be examined 
with great curiosity. In stature he was 
quite tall, but slenderly made, and he was 
judged to be not over twenty yeara of age. 
His eyes wsr« much lighter those of most 
Indians j otherwise he seemed not to ditl'er 
from the ordinary redskin. 


Stemaw had not been at the post many 


hour* when a party of Blackfeet were seen 
riding to tbe fort. 
Scarcely a day passed »t 


this season without some of the tribe com- 
ing in to trade. Mr. Wolfe hastily op'ened 
the door of a back room in his house nud 
bade the Cree go iu there, advising him, 
with most forcible gestures aud the few 
words be understood, to keep quiet, as bo 
valued hia life, and not let so much as bis 
top-knot be seen hy the lilackfeet. While 
the trading was going on, numbers of the 
young warriors, scarcely more than boys, 
were racing about inside the'enclosure nnd 
peeping into the storehouses. Suddenly the 
traders were prodigiously startled by tbe re- 
port of a guu, followed by wild whoops and 
a horrible uproar. 


On running out, holf-a-doneu Blaekfeot 


were seen besieging one of the back win- 
dows of Mr. Wolfe's house. 
Tbe foolish 


Stemaw bad so far allowed his curiosity to 
get the better of bis prudence as to peep 
out of the window for n look at bis enemies. 
One of them had seen him, aud instantly 
recognizing a Oreo by his headdress, fired lit 
him through the window with n gun, which, 
contrary to rules, ho had brought into tbe 
fort bidden under bis blanket. 
The small, 


high window was broken, aud the Blnckfeet. 
yelling like lilonrlhouiKl3, were trjiug 
to 


get in, while tho Cree, with an nxa ho had 
picked up in the room was making good bis 
position with vigorous blows through tho 
aperture. 


Tho few soldiers of tho post wcio instant- 


ly mustered at the drum-boat, aud with 
their bayonets 
pressed back tho young 


Blackfoet, and the Blackfoot chief, Macka- 
moze, fhontiug like on old Stentor, called 
off his braves. Having learned from them 
the oaase of tho outbreak, thn chief turned 
indignantly to Mr. Wolfe. The stern face 
and lolty bearing of the old warrior were 
very striking. 


"Why bap ujy brother Alabuygan n Nord- 


Croe bidden iu his lodge T' was bis ques. 
tion. fllnyhugau, I may explain, \vns the 
Indian word which siguified the same ns 
Mr. Wolfe's name _) 


The trader hastily explained thnt Ihe man 


wan a refugee, who had come to the fort 
of his own accord, and that ho uoemed to be 
merely a harmless wanderer. 


"Namutegis 
weeash!" (a cursed spy) 


exclaimed Mackamoze. 


Mr;AVnife ioid tbe chief tbat he did not 


believe ihe Cree was a fpy, but that be 
appeared to be only e foolish boy on a 
roving tour. 


"ily brother Mnhuygnn does not know 


the Orees," said tho old Blackfoot, with a 
smile ; then suddenly shaking hia tomnhnwk 
above his head he exclaimed, "'There is bad 
blood between the Blackfeet and iho Nord- 
Orees. Mahuygan must give him tip to 
us." 


"But the poor hov has done no barm," 


urged Wolfe. 


"He has come into the country of the 


Bmckfeet," said the chief 
uteruly. 
He 


must die. 


Mr. Wolfe was at his wits' end. 
Ho did 


not want to give up Stemaw to bo torlurtd 
and burned. 
But tho good will of the 


Blackfent, if forfeited, would uot only ruin 
the trade at the post, but put all our lives 
in jeopardy ; for tho Indians were both 
numerous and well armed, and our force nt 
the fort was but n handful. 
In tbis dilem- 


ma Mr. Wolfe bad recourse to deception. 


"My brother speaks well," said bo to 


Mackamoze. 
"Bnt with tho whito uiaivK 


Munitou this is tho moon of peace, when no 
blood must be shed. 
When next the moon 


is at its full, come to me, nnd I will give up 
to you the Cree—but ou one condition/'
